- Every fugitive that has been arrested in Illinois or 
in any Western States—and I call Illinois a Western 
State, for I am ashamed longer to call it a Northern 
State—has been made by Democrats. In Illinois 
the Democrats have all that work to do. You call 
it thedirty work of the Democratic party to catch 
fugitive slaves for the Southern people. We are 
willing to perform that dirty work. Ido not con- 
sider it disgracefulto perform any work. dirty or 
not dirty, which is in accordance with the laws of 
the land and the Constitution of the country and 
calculated to assist men in recovering that which is 
their right, guaranteed to thera under the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land. 

Plenty of talk like this in Congress, and per-

nection with proposed military organizations of 
rather disloyal tendencies. But the fact that, 
like DoveGLass and the great mass of the 
Northern Democrats, he took the Union side 
as soon as it came to blows, entitles him to the 
benefit of all doubts in regard to the charges 
against his loyalty.

INSUFFICIENT DEFENSES. 

While our navy has been disappearing and 
our coast defenses have been falling into decay 
we have from time to time tried to borrow sonte 
consolation over the defenseless condition of 
the country by hoping that possibly in the hour 
of danger some new resources might render all 
the might of the enemy powerless. We have 
particularly looked to two defenses which 
promised great possibilities, and which had the 
additional advantage. of being very cheap. 
These were the torpedo and dynamite. 

The papers have been full of accounts of the 
dynamite gun which has succeeded by air 
pressure in throwing heavy dynamite charges 
a mile or so with great accuracy and effect, but 
the recent experiments with dynamite itself, 
when opposed to the ordinary steel plating of a 


modern armored vessel, show that it can hardly 


be looked on as more than a mere toy. 

The heaviest working charge of dymamite 
fired in contact with a frame of armor has less 
effect than a six-inch gun fired at a thotsand 
yards, No charge of dynamite fired from any 
gun that has just been invented could reach a 
modern first-class armored vessel. If it were 
fired point-blank at a thousand yards it would 
produce no effect whgtever. It is the same- 
with thé boasted torpedo. The torpedo blows a 
little fishing smack or pilot boat into kindling 
wood, and the country sees a picture of the 
feat in the iilustrated papers, and goes to bed 
feeling secure against the navies of Europe. 
But the modern armored vessel is not a wooden 
schooner.. It is a structure which combines the 
greatest strength with the greatest weight 
known in mechanics. It is a mass of ten 
thousand tons, capable of sustaining itself on 
any two points of its structure. We have no 
projectile which will penetrate its armor; no 
explosive force which nd it. 

The subject is a pertinent one now, and we 
might as well make up our minds that this 
country is wholly defenseless against any 
foreign power. We do not speak of the first- 
class naval powers; we assert that Spain, or 
Chili or Brazil could lay New York in ruins, 
destroy our whole foreign commerce, blockade 
our coast, burn our capital, or land a foreign 
army under shelter of a navy which we could
